LIONESS IN THEATRE 


Women and Children Trampled In' 
Wild Stampede tor the Exits 

Paris, Prince.—A lioness which 
was released from it cage In the Pop¬ 
ular Theatre In the Rue de Belleville 
lari night, owing to an attendant’s 
blunder, caused a panic, which result¬ 
ed In seven people being trampled and 
seriously Injured. r 

The lioness was one of the perform¬ 
ers in a dramatic sketch. In this 
sketch a painter dreams that hls wlfp 
and daugnier are attacked and killed 
by lions, which are the property of a 
w.-man with whom the painter has fall¬ 
en In lo*e. 

The little drama, in which the tam¬ 
er, March, has played for many years, 
is very popular In France, and the 
theatre was crowded for last night’s 
performance. 

By some mistake, the cage contain¬ 
ing the lioness was placed on the 
stage with the wrong end toward* the 
audience, so that’ the astonished. lion¬ 
ess who should have been behind the 
bars, found herself between the. cage 
and the orchestra. 

There was a moment of dramatic 
tension. The conductor of the or¬ 
chestra sat motionless with terror, 
staring at the lioness, which waved, 
its tail slowly and. snarled at the con¬ 
ductor. 

A woman shrieked. The lioness 
with a roar of rage, crouehed, sprang 
over the footlights and acr.oss the or¬ 
chestra, knocking th*r v player oT the 
double bass and hls Instrument over, 
and landing In the front row of the 
stalls, from which the ocoupants had 
fled. She then leaped.Into one of the 
boxes. The door of the box was 
dpen, and the lioness passed Into the 
manager’s office behind.

NO FAULT OF VON DER GOLTZ 


German General Who Organized Turk¬ 
ish Army Disclaims Responsibil¬ 
ity for Defeat 

* Berlin, Germany .—It is no fault of 
mine, is the keynote of an article ap¬ 
pearing in February’s issue of the 
Deutsche Rundschau, over the signa¬ 
ture of Marshal von def Goltz, who 
organized the Turkish army.._ 

Marshal von der Goltz states that 
many years ago he had carefully pre¬ 
pared a plan of maneuvers represent¬ 
ing a .Turco-Bulgarian war. The 
Turkish army wes commanded by Na¬ 
zim Pasha, and the battle was to be 
fought around Adrlanople, In some¬ 
what similar conditions to the present 
war. i 

Several .days before the maneuvers, 
however, wholesale arrests of com¬ 
manders of both armies took place In 
Constantinqple. What had happened 
was that the ex-Sultan's spies had re¬ 
funded the coming war to their mas¬ 
ter, who feared a conspiracy, and 
Marshal von der Goltz, who waB al¬ 
ready in the field, hurried back to 
Yildiz Kiosk, to convince the sultan 
that the maneuvers were quite harm¬ 
less. and to obtain the release of the 
arrested officers. The release was 
granted, but there was never a ques¬ 
tion of maneuvers again. 

The marshal repudiates as irrespon¬ 
sible statements the attacks on him 
regarding the Turkish rout. He left 
the Turkish service seventeen years 
ago, and was offered the post again in 
1909, but refused. The article ap¬ 
pears to have been written at the sug¬ 
gestion of the German army staff, as 
the bitter attacks made on the mar¬ 
shal have made a bad impression here.

the cabin door, told the steward who 
entered and found the women missing 
On the table was a note addressed ti¬ 
the captain. This he opened. The 
letter, written in German tn pencil, 
was briefly to the effect tlfet all tbelr 
baggage was bequeathed to the cap 
tain, and was higned simply: Sisters 
Diederieh. 

On a desk in title cabin was a bot¬ 
tle containing a lew remaining drops 
of chloroform. A chair stood near 
the porthole, and It Is conjectured 
that the sisters each took chloroform 
and then climbed through the port¬ 
hole. The cabin was sealed by the 
captain and a full Inquiry will be 
made at Batavia.

Strange Case of . Credulity and 

Witchcraft In Little German Village 

Berlin, Germany.—The efficacy of 
white witchcraft as a means of detect¬ 
ing evildoers was raised In the sec¬ 
ond Berlin penal court, when an el¬ 
derly woman named Adelheid Geb- 
hardt, who li^es in the' village of 
Bohnedorf, was charged with slander¬ 
ing a neighbor, the wife of (be village 
barber. 

Madame Gebhardt has an old leath* 
er bound 'Bible, which, she declares, 
is enchanted. When a crime is com¬ 
mitted in the village she takes the 
Bible In one hand and puts a huge 
ancient key between the leaves, hold¬ 
ing the ring end of the key in the 
other hand. She repeats an appro¬ 
priate text apd then asks: Dear 
Bible, say who is the guilty person, 
meanwhile herself reciting the names 
of possible offenders. When the 
right name is uttered the Bible 
springs out of her hand and fails 
to the floor. 

This method of detecting crime na¬ 
turally caused considerable unpleas¬ 
antness In the -village. Recently 
Madame. Gebhardt missed sonm-anon- 
ey. The Bible declared tfiat '*Hn~ 
barber’s wife was -the thief. Mad¬ 
ame Gebhardt promptly denounced 
her, but in the absence of evidence 
the charge fell through. Madame 
Gebhardt was then prosecuted for 
slander. 

She showed the court how she es¬ 
tablished the guilt of the barber’s 
wife with the Bible, which actually 
again fell to the floor when the ac 
cuser pronounced the woman’s name.. 
The couqt however, decided that one 
reason for the falling of the Bible 
was' that Madame Gebhard’s septu¬ 
agenarian Angers could not hold It 
while she was reciting twenty names, 
also that, unconscious reflex action 
of the nerves at the mention of a 
particular name had something to do 
with It. But. In view of her obvlou^ 
s ncerlty, Madame Gebhardt was let 
off with'a fine of. $2.50.

Mawson Party Lstes Two of Its Mem¬ 
bers—Forced to Spend Another 
Winter 

8ydney, N-8.W.—Two members of 
the Mawson Antarctic expedition, 
i.ieutenant i< unit, an Englishmen, 
and Dr. Merz, a Swiss, have died. 
Dr. Mawson and hla party of six com¬ 
panions have been left for the winter 
on Adelie Land, a barren tract In the 
Antarctic because they were unable to 
reach the expedition's Bhlp Aurora be¬ 
fore she was compelled to leave. The 
news was received here & wireless 
from Adelie Land via Macquarie Is¬ 
land The parly left Tasmania in 1911 
accompanied by a large bed*' -f *£*--•>. 
tifle men, to explore thoroughly the 
regions around the sou.neru o,^atuc 
pole. 

Lieutenant B. E. Sr Nlnnls. of the 
famous Royal Fusiliers regiment, was 
a friend of Uapialn Lawrence Oates,,of- 
Innlskllllng Dragoons, who perished 
while returning from the South Pole 
with Captain Scott. 

Dr. Merz. a prominent scientist and 
sportsman, was the ski Jumping cham¬ 
pion of Switzerland In 1908. 

LI.eutenant. Nlnnia was the expert of 
the expedition on surveying and sledg¬ 
ing. 

The wireless messages hitherto re¬ 
ceived from the Aurora do not state 
the cause of h'e death or that of Dr. 
Merz. 

The expedition started out with the 
intention of exploring and naming the 
unknown lands rtf the Antarctic and 
making numerous observations around 
the magnetic pole. According to the 
wireless reports received from Dr 
Mawson. the principal objects 0 1 the 
•xpedltion were attained. 

Unfortunately Dr. Mawson, and six 
if his companion*, after they ha'd been 
picked up by <h“ Aurora, under'enk 
nother expedition, and wore unable 
to rejoin the ship, which was com¬ 
pelled to leave them to spend another 
year in the Antarctic. Professor 
David, who was a member of S'* Ern- 
est Shackleton's expedition, received 
the following wireless dispatch from 
Adelie Island: 

Dr. Douglas Mawson and. several 
of h'e men missed the Aurorrf; which 
had gone t« fetch, theta under the, 
command of Captain J. fa Davis.

Kxplorer I; Going Under a Commission

New York.—Vllkjalmar Stefansrfbn, 
discoverer of the blonde Esquimaux, 
mode public his plans for t^e four 
year expedition which he plans to lead 
to the Arctic next May. During this 
time he hope* to wipe off the map 
much of the white space Lnd'catlng 
the unexplored regions of the far 
north. 

8tefansson and his companion*— 
eight or ten picked men of science— 
will sail from Esqul'mault B C., the 
latter part of May or early in June, 
on the 247 tqji steam whaler Karluck 
barkentine rigged, purchased for the, 
expedition by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment. The Karluck now lies in San 
Francisco harbor; during the ner’ 
ten days ab^will be overhauled an-’ 
sent to Esqulmhuit where' she will 
be fitted up as a Government v epee I. 

From Bsqulmault the barkehtine 
will carry the party as far north a* 
the Ice-will permit. If the w-ather 
be fine and the winds from the east 
they expect in September tq reach 
land somewhere in Beaufort -S^a. now 
unexplored. There they will estab¬ 
lish a base, sending the vessel back 
and remain*dur!t^ the winter, but if 
Western winds prevatl and the Bean- 
fort Sea is filled with'Ice. the exped¬ 
ition probably will land at Hersche) 
Island, remain ■ there a week to estab¬ 
lish a primary base, return to Prince 
Patrick Land and either there or at 
Herachel Island spend the winter. In 
the spring they will go north. They 
will return to civilization in September 
1916. Dr. R. M. Anderson, who 
was with Stefansson cm his last trip, 
will be second in command. The 
others have not been selected as yet.

Secretary of Old Peoples Home Fav 
ore Scheme 

Ottawa.—The chief witness before 
the Old Age Pensions Committee of 
the House was Mrs. Taft, secretary 
of the Old Folks’ Home. Winnipeg, 
and member or the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union. 

Basing her opinions upon her exper¬ 
ience ink connection with her work, 
Mrs. TaAjiaid that she strongly fav¬ 
ored the establishment of an Old Age 
Pension system in panada. * 

While the lnetltution of which she 
was secretary was generously aided 
by t/he provtneiat government a* well 
as by private subscriptions, it was in¬ 
adequate to meet th* demands made 
upon It bv the old and needy. 

Mrs. Taft thought that while the 
introduction of a pension scheme 
would not or could not mean - that 
there would be no further need, for 
homes for the aged o‘r poor asylums, 
it would at least have the effect of ob¬ 
viating the necessity of those with 
some little means entering such Insti¬ 
tutions, thus preventing to a great ex¬ 
tent Hie segregation of the old. the de¬ 
sirability of wh'ch, she said, was well 
known to all with experience in the 
work of charitable Institutions.

AMAZING STORY OF TREACHERY 


Claimed Russian Officers Sold Plans of 
Fortresses to Japanese 

Paris.—An amazing story Is related, 
in a Geneva dispatch to the Excelsior*, 
which has to db with the Russian Bar¬ 
on Ygor Tilinsky, now at Zurich. The 
baron declares that he holds a claim 
on the Japanese government for $70,- 
000.000. According to him, three 
Russian staff officers of revolutionary 
tendencies sold the plans of the Pa¬ 
cific fortresses, including Port Atthur. 
to the Japanese, at the outbreak of 
the Japo-Husslan war. -For political 
reasons they desired the defeat of 
Russia. 

They raFelved In payment three 
cheques amounting to little more than 
$23,000,000 each, puyable . at Tokio. 
March 22. 1915. The officers fur.her 
contracted to remain in the services 
of Japan until the cheques were paid. 

Baron Tilinsky and a parrner 
named Swetky went to Zurich In 1911 
and endeavored to raise money on the 
cheques through a local financier. Ne¬ 
gotiations were opened w th banks in 
London, Amsterdam and Dresden, but 
they refused to make any advance* 
without seeing the original contract. 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported It to Tokio. 
The consul of Zurich wap Instructed 
to Investigate. The Russian govern¬ 
ment also took up the matter and sent 
the Russian military attache at Berne 
to Zurich to make inaulries.

ANARCHY AT DOO«*F OF UNITED 
STATES 


London' Press, Comment on'Ote Un¬ 
satisfactory Mexican Situation 

London.—An increasing- timber of 
Englishmen, especially those whose 
Investment* are concerned, watch with 
growing anxiety the s'eady spread of 
anarchy lp Mexico and the extension 
of the area of brigandage brings Br.t- 
:*h lives into danger, also imperilling 
large British as well a* AmerlcaL 
and Canadian Interests. Conviction 
grows that the United States must 
fulfil the self-imposed task of pn 
lector, but the danger of the situa¬ 
tion is not overlooked. 

The Daily Mail reflects the spread¬ 
ing uneasiness and recalls Mexico is 
nearly twice as large as the area of 
.operations In the South African war 
'it has 16.000 miles of railway, bui 
vast districts are untouched by rail¬ 
ways. If a quarter of a million Brit¬ 
ish troop* took two years to conquer 
barely half a million of Boers in 
South Africa at a cost of $200,000,UOO 
what could be expected from 7u,00t 
American troops pitted against fir 
teen million Mexicans, and thousands- 
to whom guerilla warfare Is second 
nature. French'■ experience showed 
Mexico to be a veriiacle hornet s ne-s' 
for foreign troops. They continued 
anarchy at the very door-of tlie U.S 
whlr-^ is intolerable to the civilized 
world. 


Betrayed by Finger Prints

track down criminals was given by the 
Dominion police. On the twenty- 
fourth of this month. Inspector Fos¬ 
ter who has charge of the finger print 
work of the Dominion police, received 
the finger prints of a man arrested 
in Regina under the name* of James 
Christopher McGregor, charged with 
entering a house In that city and, 
threatening to kill a woman who was 
the only occupant of the house at the 
time. 

McGregor's finger prints proved him 
to be a well know criminal who had 
committed a number of crimes, and 
who at the time of his latest enter¬ 
prise, was a prisoner out on parole 
from Che Man'toBa penintenliarv,, 
where^ie had been Bent for seven 
years in 1909. , 

McGregor had several al'ases, and 
prior 'to his latest robbery he had 
escaped from the insane asylum at
